The decision of the Government 
of India to refer the case of the 


sugar Industry to the Tarlf€ Board |: 


will be widely welcomed, says the 
Allahabad Pioneer, If there is 
one line in which <India ought to 
be ‘self-sufilcient; it is in meeting 
her needs of sugar, ; 
Yet enormous quantities are be- 
ing imported, and In’ spite of the 
efforts so far made to give a fillip 
to the Industry, its position has 
been anything but’ satlafactory. 
This featuro has been engaging at- 
tention for. a considerable time. 
The enhancement of the import 
duties for revenue purposes this 
year was also calculated indirectly 
to afford a greater chance for the 
indigenous Industry to flourish.

In considering. the employment 

of, flying-boats imder present: con- 

ditions it may” he of interest to 
look back in the pages of naval 
history and the defence of the 
mother country ‘against invasion 
from the sea. A ‘most apt simile 
for the purpose may be.found in 
the incident of the Spanish 
Armada. This mighty fleet of 
warships set out to conquer Eng- 
tand, whose navy was far inferior. 
The aggressors overlooked two 
factors, however. The first was 
that they were attacking a nation 
of seamen. and the second was the 
large number of merchant ships in 
4angland quickly convertible to 
war . purposes under conditions 
then existing. . 

The lesson to be taken to heart 
to-day from this event in sea his. 
‘tory, ig that in addition to being 
seamen we must now become a 
nation’ of, airmen possessing u 
large conimercial flying-boat ser- 
vice capable of acting in the de- 
fence of the Empire in war. 

Although flying boats are per- 
haps: the most economical craft 
available for naval defence, never- 
theless it would be difficult for any 
Dominion Government to-day, to 
obtain a defence vote sufficient to 
maintain a large standing flying- 
boat. service. The. ideal method 
for a 
to build up an efficient flying- 
boat defence force is to start 
by the establishment of a small 
training base having a regilar 
staff, The first year would be 
spent in training seaplane pilots 
and mechanics, A small portion 
of these would be appointed to a 
regular flying-boat force, the re- 
mainder being on a reserve basis

POLICE TORTURE. 


BOUND, GAGGED AND 
" BASTINADOED. . 
Belgrade, June 18. 

A ‘torriblg tale of torture by the 
Serbian police was unfoldad.to-day- 
in a formal complaint lodged with 
Jugoslay Premler Zivkowich on her 
beration after four weeks of ar- 
rest, by the distinguished German 
literary woman, Frau Isolde Reiter. 

Some time ago she wag sudden- 
ly arrested on the flimsy charge 
that she had participated In per- 
fectly legitimate: propaganda . on 
behalf of the oppressed’ German 
minority in Jugoslavin.. Utterly 
unable to produce the  asiightest 
evidence bearing out this allega- 
tion, the pollce, under the personal 
supervision of chief of ‘police Mak- 
sinowich, tried to extort from Frau 
Relter a confession by inhurhan 
tortures, 

She was gagged, had her feet’ 
bound together, her-handa tled be- 
low the knees, With an fron bar in- 
serted between her arms and the 
knees, was ‘thrown on the floor, 
kicked and recelved a bastinado on 
her naked feet with a tubular rod. 
On May, 165 this tortura lasted from 
nine o'clock in the evening until 
midaight, when Frau Reiter, in ter. 
rible pain and covered with blood, 
gave in, so ..as to escape turther 
Ill-treatmenc, and signed a docu- 
ment placed before her, incriminat. 
ing herself and the well known 
former German deputy Neuner. — 
_ Under threat of renewed torture 
‘she .was forced to sign ‘another 
document stating that sho had 
made the first statement of her 
own free will, after which she was 
"berated, when. she ; immiedlately 
lodged a protest with the authori- 
ties. f 

Though similar allegations. have 
often been made by ‘Croatian 
“patriots, Communista; and similar 
political prisoners in’ Jugoslavia, 
this is the first timé that a foreign 
citizen has thus been treated by 
the Serbian police.

* Mr, Edward Tatham, the young| . 


director of d wine firm in Pall 
Mall, S.W., who faces a charge of 
having engaged in a conspiracy‘to 
thwart the American prohibitich 
laws, met a number of reporters in 
the New York offices, of his lawyers, 
,on May 28, 

He handed to them a prepared 
statement completely’ denying -all 
the -chargea brought against him 
by Mr, Robert Watts, the assistant 
District Attorney, who has charge 
of the prosecution. 

Mr. Tatham was closely guarded 
by his lawyers, who refused to per- 
mit him to give any interviews or 
make any statements other than 
those contained in the ' prepared 
document. This read:— . 

‘It had been my. intention to 
make no statement, ag it seems 
proper that a lawsuit should be 
tried in the courts and not in the 
Presa, 

“Fair Play.” 

“T assumed that the American 
Government would do likewise and 
Present their side of the case in 
court at the forthcoming trial. 

“T find I was mistakén in’ this, 
and that the District Attorney, Mr. 
Watts, has been putting forward

OL. 


Ocean Giants in Danger 
of Extermination. 


In view of ‘the statement that the 
fall in the price of palm oil from 
Malayan estates {3 largely due to 
the great increase .of whale oll 
now available, the following tele- 

frum fr Geneva, dated. May ‘2, 
Will intefest those concerned in 
the industry: 

The Economie Comittee met at 

‘the League and. was con- 
cerned with the serious danger 
that whales will disappear from 
the earth, or rather from the An- 
tarctic Ocenn, which is now the 
only region where they ure ito be 
found in considerable numbers. 
The unhappy monsters have been 
hunted out of every other sea, and 
are likely to be preserved from ex- 
termination only’ by the efforts of 
tho Committee. 

The matter was discuaand at the 
World Economic Conference in 
1927, and a committee of experts 
met in Berlin lust April and fram- 
ed a canvention for protecting the 
unfortunate but. valuable whale. 
This convention ‘ would — oper- 
ate “over all the waters of the 
world, including both the high seas 
and territorial and ‘national 
waters." This is an optimistic 
phraseology in view of the fact 
that the whale ltads only a pre- 
carious existence elsewhere than 
in the Antarctic. However, the 
convention would prohibit the. tak- 
ing or killing of right whales, 
which are slow creatures, and con- 
sequently: easy to cateh and liable 
to be” exterminated. Moreover, it: 
would prohibit the taking or kill- 
ing of calves or suckling whales, 
and female whales which are ac- 
companied by ‘calves who are 
suckling. 

It may be a matter of speeula- 
tion how far the enthusiastic 
mariner ‘inspired by a reading of 
“Moby Dick” would hesitate to dis- 
eover the sex and age of a potential 
‘victim, but the convention does its 
best for the species. 

Another important restriction 
provides for ensuring’ that there 
shall be no wastage when ‘a whale 
is killed» ho convention is to 
‘apply only to “‘whale-bone whales,” 
and it. should be" added for the 

. benefit of Jand-lubbers that these 
are “whales that carry the sort of 
grating or strainer in their. mouths: 
known as whalebone,” which fs, o£ 
course, n useful commercial com- 
modity, 


IMPORTS OF COCAINE 


_ SCHEME TO STAMP ouT EVIL 
IN INDIA. 


The guccegsful operations of drug 
trafickers in Indin and particularly 
in Calcutta, were. mentioned at a 
mecting of the Stinding Finance 
Committee in the Assembly at 
Simla, and a scheme to cope with 
the evil was considered, writes the 


man. 

The item which’ occasioned the 

discussion was a provision for a 
. further investigation of the problem 
' of smuggling of cocaine into India 

and Burma. Smuggling of drugs, 

it was stated, was becoming a 
‘ serious problem, It was ‘not pose! 

sible to estimate its extent, even ap- 
proximately, but there was no doubt 
it was enormous, | ' 

Itwas generally assumed that only 
ten per cent. of illicit traffic was? 
detected at Calcutta, the chief port 
where cocaine was smuggled into 
India. The Customs Department 
seized 446 Ib. of dtug during 1929., 
Four of the hauls were exceptionally 
large, ranging. from 68 Ib. to 83 Ib. 
It waa difficult to reduce materially 
the traffic, even though liberal re- 
warda were now pald. “ 

Serious Situation. 


A Hitlo slackening of the traffic 
was noticeable, but. in view of the 
serlousness of tho situation’ the 
Government of India considered it 
desirable to conduct a special In- 
vestigation into selzures of cocalne 
in India, . 

For this purpose they bad secured 
the servicea of Mr, J. Slattery, of 
the Indian Police Service, who was 
on ‘special duty, under the Central 
Board “of Revenue in’. connection 
with the pr ‘oposed organisation of ‘a. 
Central Intelligence Bureau to deel 
‘with tiaffie in dangerous ‘drugs. . 

Mr. Slattery submitted his report 
-recently, and it. fully. corroborated 
the suspicion, =thst the sources of 
supply ‘of contraband ‘cocaino;.wero 

- chiefly: Japan.’ ‘and China. ‘China, 
however,’ was “4 distributing, and 
not 4 nannfacturlig. centre.. 

Tt had. been sigmested to? the 
Government ‘of India.” that

CELL ON ALPS. 


ELECTRIC HEATING 
LIGHTING. 


AND 


A LADY'S HERMITAGE, 


A modern hermit’s cell is just 
being. finished on the “Monte Gen- 
croso, the beautiful peak in the very 
heart of the Italian Lakes. It Is 
situated about one hundred feet ‘be- 
low the top, within, six feet of the 
Swiss-ltalian boundary, and can 
only be approached by, the small 
footpath which leads. slong the 
frontier on the narrow crest of the 
mountain and Is only used by the 
customs offcdrs on their patrols, 
Otherwise the hermitage answers 
its purpose splendidly, standing 
right ubove a sheer descent, of four 
thousand = feet, a place where an 
eagle might build his eyrie. 

Clinging to the bare precipitous 
rock of the mountain side without 
any space to walk around, it looks 
like a swallow's nest. There is a

The death ocenrred to-day of 
the Rt.’ Hon. Sir Robert Stout, 
K.C:M.G., P.C., 2 former Prime 
Minister of New Zealand and a 
member of the Legislative Coun- 
cil since 1926.—Reuter. . 

[Sir Robert Stout was born in 
the Shetland Islands in 1844 and 
was called to the New Zealand 
Bar in 1871. He was a Member 
of the Provincial ,Council for 
Otago in 1872 and Provincial. 
Solicitor from 1872-6. Elected to 
the General Assembly in 1875, he 
was appointed Attorney General 
in'1878, and the following year 
Minister for Lands and Immigra- 
tion.

Education ,and Chief 
Justice of New Zealand from.1899 
to, 1926.. The deceased held 
honorary degrees at Oxford, Man- 
chester, and Edinburgh. Univer-

LAST COMMANDER OF RUSSO. 
JAPANESE WAR. 


FOUGHT IN CHINA WAR. 
‘Tokyo, Saturday. 

A link with the Russo-Japanese 
War was recallec by the death to- 
day, at his Tokyo home, of Field 
Marshal Count Yasukata Oku, 
from'kidney trouble. 

The Count, who was_ the last 
surviving Army Commander ot 
the historic campaign, was 84 
years of age—Reuter. . 

[An ex-Chief of General ‘Staff 
and a Member of the Supreme 
Military Council, he entered the 
Army in 1871, and won distinc- 
tion in the Civil War of 1877 for 
having cut through the besieging 
lines of the rebels around 
Kumamote, thus establishing con- 
nection with the re-inforcements 
that were coming to its rescue. 

He commanded the 5th Army 
Division (Hiroshima) in the war 
between China and Japan and was 
created a Baron.- Later he was 
appointed Cominander of the 
Tokyo Bay Defence, Commander 
of the Eastern Military Districts, 
and other high posts. In 1903 he 
was appointed to be full General 
and in that year attended the 
Durbar at'‘Delhi Count Oku led
